Progress at Port Arthur. 


HE Mail War Correspondent at Chifu tele- 
graphs under last Sunday’s date further 
details of the assault on Port Arthur, in 
which he vividly pictures the effects of the 

fire from the heavy Russian guns. The Japanese 
have only retained one of the forts taken in the 
assault, but this is apparently the very important 
position crowned. by the work known as Fort 
Kuropatkin, which commands the water-supply 
of Port Arthur. A Shanghai telegram suggests 
that a Russian ship has escaped from Port 
Arthur. 

In spite of the vigilance of the blockade, د‎ 
large number of Chinese arrived here to-day 
from Port Arthur. They bring particulars of 
the last Japanese attack, which show that the 
result of the five days’ fierce fighting is that 
the Japanese retain one fort near Shwishiying. 
As I imformed you, the advance had for its 
principal objective Fort Etseshan, the cap- 
ture of which would have meant the end 
of the Russian fleet in the East Port. 
Attack after attack was delivered, supported 
by siege-guns and a furious rifle-fire, on the 
trenches, some of: which were taken and 
abandoned in successive actions. The assaults 
were characterised by the seme reckless das 
and bravery of the Japanese, and the same 
stubborn defence by the Russians, as before.

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ANEMIA. 


By MRS. ADA S. BALLIN, 


Editor of “ Womanhood.” and of “ Baby: the

N/EMIA, or bloodlessness, is one of the 
commonest troubles of the present age— 
so common, in fact, that it seems to me 

that quite two-thirds of the girls one comes iu 
contact with in towns are affected with it. The 
complaint can hardly be ealled a disease in the 
ordinary sense of the word, butis rather.a debili- 
tated state of the body, which lays it open to the 
attacks of most other kinds of sajes. 

The condition in question is characterised by « 
con اوي‎ Sem the number of red corpuscles in the 
blood. ere is very often pallor of the cheeks 
and lips, but in some cases these may be of a 
nat colour, and lead even the patient to 
believe that she is not mæmic, when the real 
state of the case can instantly be discovered by 
examining the gums and the insides of the eye- 
lids. These, instead of being of a good deep 
piuk, are pale and yellowish looking. The tongue 
is ۷ to be pale and flabby, and indented by the 
teeth; the sufferer is readily fatigued, troubled 
with breathlessness on going up and down stairs - 
she very often suffers from pitation or pains 
about the heart, which may lead her to believe 
that she is suffering from some disease of the 
heart. She suffers frequently from headache, 
pains in the back, and languor, «nd'soon becomes 
very tired by any little unusual exertion. She 
may even faint, ahd thus cause considerable 
anxiety to her family. There are frequent erup- 
tions on the skin, which may be either of aŭ 
irritating kind, or simple acne, either in the form 
of blackheads or pimples, or both. 

There are two kindsof anemia—one the common 
kind of which I haye poken, and another called 
pernicious anemia, whichis a fatal disease, and 
most difficult of treatment, but is happily rare. 

In such cases there is wasting, and yellowish- 
ness of the skin, which assumes an almost trans- 
parent. waxen hue; but these cases, of course, 
demand the most skilled medical attention and 
nursing within reach, and do not’ come within 
the province of this paper. I may, however, 
remark that the best remedy to. improve the 7 
ditign of the blood in these cases, which is now 
being very largely prescribed by the medica) 
profession, is Dr. Hommel’s Heematogen, manu- 
factured by Messrs. Nicolay & Co.. 36, St. 
Andrew’s Hill, London, E.C., which contains, in 
a purified form, hemoglobin, the natural colour- 
ing matter of the blood, rich in organic iron and 
albumen, as well as the mineral salts, including the 
phosphates of soda and potash which are found in 
meat. It is far better to give a preparation like 
this, which isa food and nourishes the blood; than 
to give iron in a mineral form, which so often 
upsets the digestion. Dr. Hommel’s Hematogen 
contains nothing besides what I have mentioned, 
exeept chemically pure glycerine, which is in itself 
nourishing, and avery small proportion of the 
best Malaga wine, which is used as a flayouring. 

Anemia is a condition of every-day occurs 
rence, in which the doctor is rarely called in, or 
if he is, he just prescribes for the time being, 
and after a few weeks the patient is apt to get 
as bad afain. Any line of treatment for ordi- 
nary cases of anemia must be persistently 
applied, and although occasional visits to the 
doctor, if there seems anything out of the way 
amiss, arg desirable, the treatment can only be 
properly carried out at home. 5 

All anemic persons should be in tke fresh air 
as much as pogsible, so that the blood may become 
oxygenated, and an anwmic girl who is not really 
ii] should take exercise for at least an hour twice 
daily. Walking, cycling, swimming (if the heart 
is not weak), rowing, and tennis are all suitable. 
Kight hours’ sleep is not too much, as the brain, 
being badly supplied with blood, néeds extra rest; 
| and in some cases even nine hours’ sleep may be 
| indulged in with advantage. The bed-room,‘how 
ever, should be well ventilated, and here I may 
mention that it is a great mistake to keep a ga - 
jet burning, as it destroys the oxygen in the air; 
anemic persons need very much oxygen, which is 
essential to keep the blood pure. In order to keep 
the blood pure also, the skin should be kept 
healthily actiye, and a daily bath is essential. g 

Iron is a food to all anæmic persons, and must 
not be regarded by them as a medicine only to 
be taken temporarily, for in most cases it is 
necessary to persevere in taking iron for a period 
varying from two months to five or six years. I 
am strongly opposed to the ordinary methods of 
giving iron in anemia, which are very frequently 
worse thai useless, as the iron isso often decom- 
posed, or in a form that is indigestible, when the 
patient takes it ; while when given in a pill, such 
as Blaud’s pill, it is apt to pass through the body 
quite undigested, and a patient might as well 
swallow a bullet. As ordinarily given also, iron 
is very apt to cause constipation; and for these 
reasons Dr. Hommel’s Hamatogen, which I have 
| mentioned nbove, should invariably be given in 
preference to other preparations. It is best to 
begin with a teaspoonful dose, taken half an hour 
after breakfast and half an hour before lunchand 
dinner.
